The  Korean  conflict  wa»  discussed 
again  last  night  by  Soviet  Deputy 
Foreign  Minister  Andrei  A.  Gromyko 
and  British  Ambassador  Sir  David 
Kelly.  It  was  their  third  such  talk 
in  two  weeks. 

CONTINUE  TALKS 
A British  Embassy  spokesman, 
announcing  that  the  conference  was 
at  Gromyko's  request,  would  say 
only  that  the  meeting  "was  in 
connection  with  a continuation  of 
talks  on  Korea,  which  were  begun 
some  tune  ago.". 

Stalins  note  was  In  reply  to  a 
previous  message  from  Nehru  asking 
that  the  Russian  Prune  Minister  use 
his  Influence  toward  finding  a "final 
solution"  of  the  Korean  problem 
Nehru  said  he  hopes  to  see  the 
Chinese  Communist  representative 
"take  his  place’’  In  the  Security 
Council. 

COPIES  DELIVERED

The  text  of  the  messages  in  the 
Stalln-Nehru  exchange: 

Nehru's  first  letter— 

"In  talks  which  our  ambassador 
has  had  with  the  Ministry  of  Foreign 
Affairs  In  Moscow,  he  explained 
India’s  attitude  toward  the  Korean 
conflict.  The  aim  of  India  Is  to 
locallie  the  conflict  and  assist  the 
speedy,  peaceful  settlement  through 
the  elimination  of  the  present  im- 
passe In  the  8ecunty  Council,  so 
that  the  representative  of  the 
People’s  Government  of  China  could 
take  his  place  In  the  council,  the 
U.S.S.R.  could  return  to  it,  and 
within  the  framework  of  the  coun- 
cil or  outside  the  council  through 
unofficial  contact,  the  U.8S.R,  the 
United  Btates  of  America  and  Chink, 
with  the  assistance  and  with  the 
co-operation  of  other  peaceable 
states,  could  find  a basis  for  the 
cessation  of  the  conflict  and  for 
a final  solution  of  the  Korea  prob- 
lem.

Saanich  Council  last  night  of  fried

So  the  question  today  la.  Doe*  the 
United  State*  plan  to  use  the  atom 
bomb  to  bring  the  Korean  war  to  a 
quick  and  vlctorloua  end  as  we  did 
with  Japan? 

The  answer  la  “no.'-’. 

An  order  for  use  of  the  atom  bomb 
would  have  to  come  from  President 
Truman.  It  la  said  that  there  la  no 
disposition  on  hts  part  to  give  auch 
an  order  at  the  moment. 

TRUMAN  STAND 

Mr.  Truman  ha*  accepted  full 
responsibility  for  ordering  the  bomb 
used  in  Japan  In  the  last  .war.  He 
has  said  he  would  not  hesitate  to 
use  It  again  to  save  American  lives. 

And  the  State  Department, 
through  Secretary  Dean'  Acheaon. 
has  taken  pains  to  preserve  Amer- 
ica's freedom  of  action  In  the  use 
of  the  atom  bomb  by  making  it 
clear  that  we  do  not  accept  the 
propaganda  being  circulated  tn  peti- 
tions In  the  United  States  that 
would  brand  the  first  nation  to  use 
the  atom  bomb  as  a war  criminal. 

The  criminal,  the  United  States 
maintains,  la  the  one  that  begins 
aggression.  and  weapons  are  only

If  there  is  to  be  war  between  the 
United  Stales  and  Russia,  our  lead- 
ers are  determined  that  la  shall  be 
started  by  Russia,  not  by  us.  Then 
of  course  all  the  bars  under  the 
present  situation  to  our  use  of  the 
atom  bomb  would  be  removed. 

There  is  another  factor  If  we 
. were  to  use  the  atom  bomb  in 
j Korea  we  might  be  operating  at  a 
disadvantage  tn  respect  to  Russia. 
If  Russia  has  the  atom  bomb  per- 
I ferial  and  in  stock  it  has  a much 
shorter  distance  to  go  to  use  the 
] bomb  in  retaliation  againsi  us  in 
, Korea.

Russia'*  Hvc-Ycur  Muff  lias  Been  Called 


'"PWO  myths  are  gone  forever  from  the 
1 present-day  world.  One  is  the  claim 
that  Russia  is  interested  in  promoting 
world  peace  among  free  nations  of  good 
will.  The  other  is  her  belabored  lip-service 
to  the  tenets  of  the  United  Nations  Charter. 
It  will  be  recorded  now  that  when  interna- 
tional efforts  were  extended  towards  put- 
ting out  the  flames  in  a still-burning  world 
Russia  declared  herself  absent;  denounced 
the  United  Nations  and  its  officers;  and 
rolled  out  spurious  "peace"  propaganda  by 
the  ton-mile,  and  lent  h*r  planes  and  tanks 
to  the  aggressors  under  a foreign  flag 
Those  are  not  j>caceful  acts. 

While  to  have  even  that  much  clear  is  a 
gain  in  a disordered  world,  not  much  else 
is  at  the  present  moment.  Fast-moving 
events  in  Korea  proclaim  the  certainty  of  a 
long  and  bitter  campaign  for  the  defenders 
in  South  Korea  before  there  can  be  any  real 
turn  in  the  tide.  Total  lack  of  precedent  or 


preparation  In  handling  a United  Nations’ 
International  punitive  force  to  stop 
war  might  have  been  anticipated,  but  un- 
fortunately was  not.  The  missing  organiza- 
tion and  co-ordination  must  come  now. 
Every  foot  of  the  way.  however,  it  will  be 
clear  that  Communist  Russia  is  missing 
from  the  counsels  of  the  United  Nations, 
and  only  sat  there  with  her  tongue  in  her 

cheek.  - 

Here  in  Canada,  as  elsewhere  about  the 
free  world,  there  will  be  vastly  different 
views  held  now  anent  those  who  circulate 
spurious  "peace”  petitions,  pass  resolutions 
condemning  "United  Nations  intervention 
in  Korea,"  and  the  like.  If  the  Korean  af- 
fair spreads,  such  advance  cohorts  of  a 
ready-made  Fifth  Column  may  have'to  be 
placed  in  safe  keeping,  as  were  the  Japanese 
at  the  outbreak  of  the  Pacific  war.  To  be 
strong  at  home  Canada  must  have  a solid 
front,  without  traitors  anywhere  around 
the  corner. 


Rp-vx an i inalion  of  Drivers  (fives  Public  Protection 


CONVINCING  proof  that  periodic  re- 
examination of  -drivers  is  a definite 
necessity  for  public  safety  has  been 
provided  by  the  department  of  the  British 
Columbia  Government  responsible  for  the 
tests  now  in  progress.  An  interim  report 
on  these  tests  shows  conclusively  that  far 
too  many  motorists  have  been  driving  with 
faculties  sufficiently  impaired  to  make 
them  a potential  danger  to  traffic. 

For  example,  of  43.537  licencees  so  far 
re-examined  (representing  one-sixth  of  the 
provincial  total)  more  than  10,000  have 
been  found  to  have  eyesight  faulty  enough 
to  make  it  unsafe  for  them  to  drive  without 
glasses.  Tlie.se  people  now  know  that  they 
risk  themselves  and  everyone  else  they 
meet  if  they  continue  to  neglect  their  eye- 
sight; and  that  warning  is  reinforced  by 
the  issuance  of  a restricted  licence  making 
it  an  offence  to  drive  if  glasses  are  not 
worn.  This  Is  a protection  to  which  the 


public  is  entitled,  but  which  could  not  be 
provided  if  drivers  were  not  examined  every 
few  years. 

Further  and  more  disturbing  confirma- 
tion of  the  need  for  re-testing  is  the  fact 
that  several  hundred  drivers  have  been 
found  physically  incapable  of  driving  under 
any  condition,  and  their  licences  have  been 
revoked  accordingly.  The  proportion.  1.25 
per  cent,  seems  small  until  it  is  realized 
that  in  relation  to  the  driving  population 
it  represents  several  thousands  of  persons 
totally  unfitted  to  control  motor  vehicles, 
ye^  who  in  the  past  have  been  able  to  re- 
new their  licences  year  after  year 

Systematic  inspection  of  vehicles  un- 
doubtedly would  turn  up  an  even  larger 
percentage  of  defects.  Tests  In  Toronto  re- 
cently showed  that  one  car  in  four  had  de- 
fective brakes,  and  only  about  half  the 
vehicles  tested  were  wholly  safe.  There  is 
no  reason  tp  believe  that  the  vehicles  in  this 
province  are  in  any  better  condition. 


I ncxpcctcd  llndf'et  Surplus  Should  Come  in  Handy 


THE  Federal  treasury  seems  to  be 
buoyant  these  days.  Mr.  Abbott  bud- 
geted last  March  for  a surplus  of  20 
millions  next  March,  but  the  first  three 
months  of  the  1950-51  fiscal  year  have  pro- 
duced a surplus  of  ten  times  that  amount. 
The  year  has  nine  months  yet  to  run.  of 
course,  but  such  abundant  returns  suggest 
that  either  the  revenues  in  prospect  were 
greatly  underestimated  or  else  the  Federal 
budget  was  framed  on  a basis  that  mulcted 
the  Canadian  taxpayer  unduly. 

The  world  scene  has  unfortunately 
changed  since  last  March,  however,  and 
Canadians  may  have  said  good-bye  to 
further  tax  reductions  for  some  time  to 
come.  Already  it  has  been  intimated  that  a 
sharp  increase  in  the  appropriations  made 
for  defence  purposes  will  be  necessary  in 
view  of  the  current  Far  Eastern  situation 
It  costs  $4,000  a day  to  keep  a destroyer  at 


sea  in  peacetime  training,  for  instance,  and 
there  are  at  the  moment  three  Canadian 
ships  heading  for  Korean  waters  on  a 
sterner  and  therefore  more  expensive  mis- 
sion. This  too.  comparatively  speaking,  is 
only  a drop  in  the  bucket  to  what  might  be 
needed  in  the  near  future. 

Moneys  that  are  wasted  annually  in  ex- 
travagant administration  would  of  them- 
selves go  some  way  towards  footing  the  in- 
creased bill  of  costs  certain  to  follow  from 
an  accelerated  national  defence  prepared- 
ness. There  is  little  expectation  that  un- 
usual economy  In  this  respect  is  likely, 
however;  the  country  will  be  fortunate  if 
the  reverse  Is  not  the  case.  At  least  the  re- 
ported budget  surplus,  especially  if  the  re- 
maining nine  months  reflect  the  buoyancy 
of  the  first  three,  should  offset  substantially 
the  larger  amounts  that  are  now  due  to  be 
spent  on  the  military  services

GOVERNMENT  HOUSE 
Sir,— I am  much  In  sympathy  with  Mr  Ash's 
proposal  for  the  abolition  of  Government  House 
In  my  connection  with  the  political  life  of  the 
Province,  absences  by  lieutenant-governors  were 
not  Infrequent.  At  such  times  their  duties  were 
taken  over  by  the  chief  Justice  acting  as  admin- 
istrator, and  so  far  as  I could  see  the  public 
business  suffered  not  at  all  I do  not  propose  that 
such  a condition  be  made  permanent,  but  It 
shows  that  the  obligations  could  be  quite  as  well 
fulfilled  by  a lieutenant-governor  living  m a pri- 
vate house.  Of  course  there  could  be  no  enter- 
taining. but  that  Is  a luxury  with  which  w* 
could  well  dispense  For  distinguished  visitors 
there  are  good  hotels  and  there  is  nothing  to 
prevent  the  Government  giving  receptions  in 
Ihelr  honor  If  they  so  desire.

ANCHORAOE,  Alaska  — That  old 
axiom  of  military  success— "Olt 
thar  fuslest  with  the  mostest  men  '— 
hardly  can  be  fulfilled  In  Alaska,  a 
region  that  the  late  Brig. -Gen.  Wil- 
liam (Billy)  Mitchell  called  the  "most 
strategic  place  on  earth.” 

The  reason  Is  that,  while  Alaska 
fronts  on  both  re -arming  Russian  Si- 
beria and  the  all-important  North 
Polar  seas  over  which  tomorrow's  war 
is  expected  to  be  fought,  official 
Washington  falls  to  understand  the 
problem  of  building  and  maintaining 
■•defences  in  the  Far  North.

Here  are  some  of  the  factors: 

1.  Alaska  has  been  unattractive  for 
military  personnel  because  of  Its  cli- 
mate. remoteness  and  lack  of  recre- 
ational facilities.  Two  years  ago.  when 
strange  submarines  were  surfacing  off 
the  Aleutian  Islands,  Alaska  had  7.500 
military  personnel— less  than  1,000  of 
them  trained  for  combat— while  Ha- 
waii had  10  or  12  times  as  many.  Like- 
wise, Alaska  has  not  been  an  attrac- 
tive command  for  officers  and  In 
many  cases  remote,  but  strategic, 
naval  and  air  stations  have  been 
closed  because  of  boredom. 

2.  Congress  has  been  slow  to  pass 
appropriations.  Money  made  avail- 
able In  May  or  June  of  any  year  can't 
be  spent  nntll  after  July  1,  and  even 
though  bids  are  called  for  on  con- 
tracts let  by  that  date,  half  the  work- 
ing season  Is  over  before  a full  crew

PERSONALITY  —If  not  character  - 
usually  show's  In  the  appearance 
of  a man  or  woman  A bad-tempered 
person  looks  bad-tempered.  A good- 
natured  person  radiates  good  nature. 
It  is  not  merely  a matter  of  facial  ex- 
pression. The  eyes,  the  shape  of  the 
Jaw  and  mouth,  even  the  carriage  of 
the  shoulders  and  other  parts  of  the 
body,  afford  impressions  of  the  per- 
sonality within. 

This  gives  rise  to  an  interesting 
question:  does  the  personality  shape 
the  body?  Or  does  Lhe  body  shape 
the  personality?  Does  a man  with  an 
evil  character  slowly  exude  evil  Into 
his  limbs  and  lineaments,  until  he 
looks  evil?

carriage  of  the  body  the  vigorous 
spirit  within 

But  It  goes  a lot  deeper  tnan  this. 
From  a person's  external  appearanre 
you  can  often  read  deeply  Into  per- 
sonality: Into  such  things  as  honesty, 
dependability,  stubborness,  Irrespon- 
sibility. trustfulness,  suspicion,  greed.
